Contract 

Satisfactory 


Director of Pubhc Works Wil 
lard S Pratt in a report to Mayor 
Lockwood, stated that the new 
garbage contract entered into 
.vith Jablonski Bros., Inc., of 15 
Needham street, last year, ha? 
oroven entirely satisfactory. The 
report states: 

‘The garbage contract was 
awarded to the low bidder in the 
beginning of the year 1949. Th* 
award went to Jablonski Bros.. 
Inc., and the metnods establish 
ed by the new contract and the 
operation of it, have been very 
satisfactory. 

‘ The co-operation between the 
contractor and the city has been 
ileal, since all material has been 
weighed, and cost tigures will be 
available from this date forward 
ior yearly comparisons both as to 
cost and quantities of materials 
collected. 

’This should reflect, over a 
period of years, the effect of 
garbage disposal units, and if, at 
any time in the near future, 
regulations prohibiting the feed 
ing of swill to hogs should be en 
acted, the quantities of materials 
that will be necessary for the city 
to incinerate, or dispose of by 
other means, will be available." 


At a meeting last week, Newton Local 800, City Employees 
Union, A.F. of L., voted to urge the City to accept the State 
Retirement Act in its entirety. 

President Harry E. Purcell at- 
tacKed the city government for 
its failure to approve the petition 
of the members of the Retire- 
ment System and ’ during a 
lengthy discussion of the Retire- 
ment System he said that about 
three years ago the employees 
formed the Newton Municipal 
Council, with a delegate from 
each of the various departments. 

Continuing he stated: 

“The Council was to be used 
at all times on problems affect- 
ing all departments of the city, 
but once again the employees re- 
ceived the ‘run-around.’ The city 
government has once again ig- 
nored the Council, and as before 
the Council has been forced to 
petition for a public hearing. 

“At our Council meeting, we 


learned, to our surprise, that a 


few members of the Council re- 
ceived special invitations from 
the mayor to discuss retirement 
problems. Any opinion they 
may have expressed is their own 
and not the opinion of the Coun- 
cil. Two years ago when many 
of you that you had gained thp 
State Retirement Act, you were 
surprised to find you still had 
the buck system with a new look 
“There are now about 856 em 
ployees under this contributory 
system and I believe it is an 
insult to the intelligence of the 
employees when the city govern- 
ment tells them what kind of 
pension is best for them. After 
all, the employee is paying for it 
and he or she should be given 
every consideration. Newton is 
the only city in the state that 
has not accepted the State Re- 
tirement Act.”

Editor, Newton Graphic: 

I should like to congratulate 
tho communities in Newton 
which have planned activities 
and ceremonies commemorating 
the Fourth of July. It is par- 
ticularly appropriate that they 
should have done so, as it seems 
to me that this year, the Fourth 
of July is of singular signifi- 
cance to all of us. 

About 175 years ago our fore- 
fathers banded together in a 
common purpose, to declare their 
independence from the tyran- 
nies of an autocratic monarch 
and to establish a federation of 
states, where men could govern 
themselves within a framework 
of personal and political free- 
dom. The patriots who thus 
united to rid their country of 
oppression had no common lan- 
guage, and the thirteen colonies 
which had been settled were 
frequently different back- 
grounds, customs, and point of. 
view as were the European 
countries whence their inhabi- 
tants had come. There were 
Englishmen in Washington’s ar- 
my, Frenchmen, Germans, Irish. 
Dutch, Scandinavians, Italians, 
and Scots. For them to over 
come their ancient barriers of 
language, prejudice, and reli- 
gious environment, and to unite 
in the cause of freedom was no 
easy task. It took courage and 
understanding, welded together 
by the urgency of the hour 
What is more important, they 
succeeded, and a new nation 
was born. 

In 1950 the Fourth of July 
secs the free world facing much 
the same situation as faced our 
colonial forebears so long ago. 
An autocratic dictatorship has 
threatened to impose its politi- 
cal terrorism on the rest of the 
international community. This 
threat has been implemented by 
armed attack in Korea. The 
United States, at the behest of 
the United Nations, has under- 
taken to put an end to the 
armed aggression, threatening 
the peace of the world. Other 
countries of the world, at pres- 
ent 34, have likewise offered 
material help, according to their 
capacities to contribute. It is 
at the same time sobering and 
immensely significant to realize 
that soldiers of many nation- 
alities may be fighting side by 
side, with our own, under the 
blue and white flag of the Unit- 
ed Nations. We pray God this 
will not be necessary, but the 
fact that in part it has occurred, 
that the way has been opened 
for free men all over the world, 
irrespective of background, to 
once again band together to de- 
clare their independence from 
the forces of tyranny, and to 
build the foundation of a last- 
ing international community, 
lends profound and singular 
meaning to our Fourth of July 
celebration this year.

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Dangerous Tools 

Dynamite blasting cap accidents suffered 
by children increase every year during the 
summer vacation period. 

Children or adults finding a blasting cap 
are warned to leave it alone and report it 
immediately to the police or fire department. 

Blasting caps are small, round copper or 
aluminum cylinders or tubes about one-quar- 
ter of an inch in diameter and an inch or two 
in length. Some may or may not have a fuse 
attached, while others may have plain or col- 
ored covered wires leading from one end. 
The bute or cylinder is loaded with a power- 
ful and sensitive explosive used to explode 
dynamite. „ 

Often blasting caps are lost, stolen, or left 
lying around in unlocked tool boxes, barns, or 
alongside of highways and railroad tracks. 
Children who find them are in great danger 
so long as they are near them. 

Workmen are cautioned to keep all explo- 
sives under strong lock and key. The child 
they save may be their own.

. The Time Has Come 

In a united effort to halt a rapidly rising 
increase in fatal automobile accidents, Mas- 
sachusetts has been asked to join the 47 
other states in a nation-wide crackdown on 
speeding and drinking motor vehicle opera- 
tors. 

Declaring that speeding and the use of 
alcoholic beverages are the primary causes 
of highway accidents, a resolution cites the 
National Safety Council as authority for the 
statement that deaths due to motor vehicle 
accidents rose 11 percent during the first four 
months of this year over the corresponding 
period in 1949. It further pointed out that 
two-thirds of all such fatalities occurred on 
rural highways, where excessive speeds are 
far easier than in crowded urban streets. 

It also reports that statistics from 22 
states reveal that over 17 % of the drivers 
involved in fatal accidents had been drinking 
and that 23% of the adult pedestrians in- 
volved in such accidents also had been drink- 
ing. Over the nation as a whole, 25 % of the 
motor vehicle drivers of pedestrians involved 
in fatal accidents were reported to have been 
drinking. Approximately 12 G of the drivers 
who were found violating traffic laws in 1948 
were under the influence of alcohol at the 
time. 

. Surely the lime has come for state, county 
and municipal officials to recognize that ex- 
cessive speed and the use of alcoholic bev- 
erages by drivers are the primary causes 
of motor vehicle accidents on our highways 
and take firm action to enforce the laws 
which prescribe safe speed limits for given 
highway conditions and forbid the operation 
of a motor vehicle by any person who is 
under the influence of an intoxicating bev- 
erage. 


Current Comment 


Daniel Tyler. New State GOP Chairman . . . 
Weeks Will Be the Real Policy Maker . . . 
Southern Democrats Still Against Truman . . 

Brookline Selectman Daniel Tyler, Jr., 
faces a tough job in his new role as chairman 
of the Republican State Committee for it 
was evident at last week’s meeting of that 
body that there is a feeling of unrest, un- 
certainty and a lack of confidence concerning 
the coming State campaign. 

Former Chairman Mason Sears didn’t help 
much in his insistence that the G.O.P. should 
find another candidate for the Governorship 
than any of the four now running because 
most Republicans believe that the man who 
will carry their party’s banners against Gov- 
ernor Dever next autumn will be either Clar- 
ence A. Barnes, Arthur W. Coolidge or Judge 
Frankland W. L. Miles. 

A good deal of bitterness toward Sears 
was indicated by the committee members. 
A few sided with him and expressed the 
hope that he will be successful in persuading 
Denfeld to enter the gubernatorial race. But 
a much larger number offered the opinion 
that Sears has been performing a disservice 
for the Republican party. 

“In effect. ’’ one of the committeemen de- 
clared to the writer, “Sears has told the 
people of Massachusetts that none of the 
candidates now seeking the Republican nomi- 
nation for Governor meets his requirements 
and specifications, and he made that clear 
at a time when he was chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee. 

“The trouble with all that is that one of 
the four candidates now in the field prob- 
ably will be the Republican candidate for 
Governor, and whoever it is will be reminded 
next fall by the Democrats that Sears didn’t 
think much of him. 

“The fact that Sears says he will support 
whomever wins the nomination doesn’t do 
much good. Actually, he’s just furnishing 
ammunition for the Democrats.” 

That sentiment was echoed by a number 
of G.O.P. workers. They believe that Sears 
stirred up considerable discord and dissen- 
tion in their party ranks and that he should 
have steered a strictly non-partisan course 


while he was serving as chairman of the 
Republican State Committee. 

Chairman Tyler was obviously aware of 
this feeling for in his acceptance speech he 
said he could best serve the interest of the 
party by remaining completely neutral until 
after the September primaries. In other 
words, he is adopting just the opposite policy 
from that followed by Sears. 

The Republican State Committee meeting 
and election were held behind closed doors, 
and it was not until the last argument had 
been made and the final vote tallied that 
newspaper reporters were admitted to the 
Hawthorne Room at the Parker House. 

Mr. Sears hurried out of the session earlier. 
He seemed somewhat disgruntled, and he had 
only noncommital replies for the questions 
directed at him by newsmen. He didn’t even 
say he thought Tyler would be*a good chair- 
man although that would have been the 
routine answer to one of the queries. 

“I have no comment,” was his only state- 
ment. “I’m an ex now,” meaning, of course, 
that he no longer spoke as chairman. 

That was one of the 'points made by some 
of his critics who observed that no one 
would care particularly whether Sears was 
trying to draft Admiral Denfeld or not if it 
were not for the fact that up until last 
Thursday*night he was acting and speaking 
as chairman of the Republican State Com- 
mittee. 

Sears is one of the political lieutenants of 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., and when 
he originally became chairman it was re- 
marked that Lodge was the new G.O.P. 
leader in Massachusetts. But Senator Lodge 
has been too completely absorbed in his 
duties at Washington to pay much attention 
to what was happening back home. 

The election of Sears as the new chairman 
of the Republican State Committee saw Sin- 
clair Weeks move back .to his former role 
as the Bay State’s G.O.P. boss. 

Weeks was edged into the background at 
the Republican national convention in 1948 
when he undertook to spearhead a stop- 
Dewey movement and ex-Governor Bradford 
successfully challenged him and lined up a 
majority of the Massachusetts delegates for 
the New York Governor. 

The bitterness generated at that time is 
considered to be the reason the members 
of the Week’s wing have made no effort to 
persuade Bradford to run for the Governor- 
ship even though most political observers 
consider him potentially the strongest can- 
didate the G.O.P. could nominate. 

Weeks, however, was pulling the strings 
at the Republican State Committee session. 
It was he who moved that Tyler be elected 
a member-at-large of the State Committee, 
and it was he who later nominated Tyler for 
the chairmanship. 

While Tyler officially will be the man who 
will try to pull the G. O. P. together for its 
fight next autumn, the policy-maker actually 
doing the directing from behind the scenes 
will be Sinclair Weeks. 

* * ♦ * 

From all reports the feeling against Presi- 
dent Truman is just as strong now in some 
of the Southern States as it was at the last 
Democratic national convention and later 
when the Dixiecrats presented a ticket of 
their own and succeeded in taking 39 elec- 
toral votes out of the Democratic column. 

Opponents in a hot battle for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the Senate in South 
Carolina are Governor J. Strom Thurmond, 
the Dixiecrat candidate for President in ’48, 
and Senator Olin D. Johnston, who attracted 
nation-wide attention that same year by pur- 
chasing a front-row table at the Jefferson- 
Jackson Day dinner in Washington and then 
leaving it vacant. 

Thurmond is campaigning on the ground 
that his record of opposition to the President 
has been unbroken, and he has flayed John- 
ston because the latter hustled to make peace 
with Mr. Truman following his surprise 
victory. 

Jimmy Byrnes evidently is assured of elec- 
tion as South Carolina’s newt Governor, and 
although he served as Secretary of State 
under President Truman he is just about as 
much a Dixiecrat as Thurmond and Johnston. 

Some political experts in the South believe 
the Dixiecrats will rally around Byrnes as 
their candidate for President two years from 
now. Maybe they will, but some Washing- 
ton observers who remember when Byrnes 
steered New Deal legislation through the 
Senate for Franklin D. Roosevelt wonder just 
how many sides a man can have as they now 
hear that Byrnes is an extreme conservative 

The defeat of liberal Senator Frank P. 
Graham in the North CarSlina primary was 
also a blow to the Truman administration. 
One of the charges hurled at Graham was 
that he had served on President Truman’s 
Civic Rights Commission. 

Graham’s setback probably means that a 
strong effort will be made to have North 
Carolina join South Carolina, Mississippi and 
the other Dixiecrat States in a revolt against 
the Democratic party in 1952, but the regu- 
lar Democrats are a good deal stronger in 
North Carolina than they are in South 
Carolina. • • 

* * * * 

While most Washington experts do not be- 
lieve that the fighting in Korea will touch 
off a third world war, they all hasten to 
point out that the Russians are unpredictable 
and that no one can be certain exactly what 
they might do. 

All the evidence so far indicates that the 
Soviets intend to maintain at least the pre- 
tense of a hands-off attitude. It may be sig- 
nificant, for example, that the Russians 
quickly quieted Communists in Eastern Ger- 
many who had begun a drive demanding that 
Moscow intervene militarily in Korea. 

If Stalin wants another war, he will pick 
the time for it. Most competent military 
authorities don’t think he wants one now.

Q. — As the beneficiary of my 
at present receiving monthly in- 
late husband’s NSLI policy, I am 
surance payments. How should 
I proceed to collect NSLI divi- 
dends on this policy? 

A. — Since the policy was in 
force at the time of your hus- 
band’s death, the NSLI dividend 
will be sent to you, his benfl- 
ciary, automatically. 

Q.— My husband, a World War 
veteran, died from a non-service 
connected disability. Am I en- 
titled to a pension even though 
we had been married less than 
ten years? 

A. — Since you were married 
within ten years of the official 
close of World War II, you may 
be entitled if you meet income 
provisions, but there must be a 
showing that at time of his 
death the veteran also had a 
service-connected disability. How- 
ever, it is not necessary that 
death have resulted from the 
service-connected condition. 

Q.— I had an arm amputated 
when I was ten years old. Am 
I entitled to a pension as {he 
dependent child of a Civil War 
veteran? 

A. — You are not entitled to a 
pension. To receive a pension 
after age 16, a child of a Civil 
War veteran must have been 
totally helpless prior to that age. 

Q. — If my husband, a pen- 
sioned World War II veteran, 
dies, will his pension go to me 
or to a dependent uncle? 

A.— The veteran’s pension will 
stop at his death. You, as his 
wife, may apply and qualify for 
a widow’s pension if you meet 
the necessary requirements. The 
uncle may apply, but would not

Says It Is Important To 
Have Sidewalk Repair 
Work Continued In City 

In a report, to Mayor Lwkwood, Street Commissioner Harold 
F Young has revealed that an extensive program of sidewalk re- 
construction ami repair throughout the city will he undertaken 
and that those sidewalks in the most serious condition will receive 
priority attention. 


Ill ferring to the sidewalk proj- 
ect, Mr. Young stated in review- 
ing the work done in 1949: 

“The contract repairs on ce- 
ment and asphalt walks during 
1949 were practically all in loca- 
tions deemed to be dangerous to 
pedestrians. A continuation of 
this work is most important. 

“During the past year there 
:n.s been an increasing demand 
on the part of owners of newly 
constructed homes for improve- 
ment of sidewalks .-butting their 
properties. Many of these homes 
r i5ve been constructed in loca- 
tions where sidewalks have not 
been maintained for many years, 
bu< with increased development 
in these neighborhoods the main- 


tenance of a sidewalk seems es- 
sential. 

“Replacement of some sections 
ot concrete walks, particularly 
where tree roots have raised 
r.nesc sections to the point where 
they create dangeicus conditions 
and may become the source of 
claims, is also important 

“In addition to sidewalk re- 
pairs on accepted streets there 
exist many deletts in walks 
mound puDlic buildings, especial- 
ly schools. An inspection of the 
walks at the High School will 
show conditions which are fast 
becoming dangerous and these 
should be repaired.”

Fruit purees, especially those ] 
preserved by freezing, arc com- 
ing into tic importance they 
have long deserved, according to 
D. C. Sorbcr of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture’s Western 
Regional Laboratory, Albany, 
California. Mr. Sorbcr believes 
these smooth, ‘''sieved" fruit 
products will be uced more and 
n.ort in ice cream, sherbets and 
cthei frozen desserts; also in 
sundae toppings, beverages and 
confections — to the benefit of 
fruit growers, packers, food 
manufacturers and consumers. 
They may eventually be packed 
in small containers for retail sale 
along with other frozen foods. 
For several years farm families 
hive been interested in home- 
freezing their own fruits in this 
loim. 

The U. S. is a gr >at fruit grow- 
ing and fruit-consuming country. 
The demand for i cady-prepared 
products with the full natural 
flavor of fresh frur. is increasing. 
Frozen fruit purees are tailor- 
made for this demand. The ad- 
vantage to the fruit grower is not 
only that they offer another out- 
let for his crops, nut that they 
take more of his fruit than any 
cthei product except juice be- 
cause off-sizes and shapes may be 
used, as well as fui’y ripe fruit of 
finest flavor but too mellow for 
rnipping fresh or canning. 

Already nearly a dozen dif- 
ferent frozen fruit uurees are be- 
ing produced commercially — 
apricot, banana, boysenberry, 
lemon, orange, tangerine, necta- 
rine, plum, peach, raspberry and 
strawberry. Manv other fruits 


’ave made excellent puree in 
laboratory tests, among them the 
familiar blackberries, canta- 
lr upes, cherries and peaches as 
well as more exotic items like 
guavas and mangoes. 

Commercially purees have 
moved successful n* several lines. 
Frozen orange and lemon puree, 
developed by scientists of the 
Burtau of Agricultural and In- 
dustrial Chemistry in Southern 
California, became popular with 
sherbet-makers as soon as these 
j uices went into commercial pro- 
duction. 

Now’ being manufactured and 
distributed in se/eral western 
[Mates for sundae toppings are 
fruit purees, thicKencd slightly 
wiit citrus pectin and sugar and 
combined with sliced or whole 
iiuit. 

Vtlva Fiuit, the frozen com- 
bination of fruit puree, sugar, 

: gelatin and water which was 
manufactured and distributed in 
*he Southeast during the war 
after its development by the 
Western Laboratory— may stage 
a comeback with tavorable fruit 
prices. Ice-cream makers produc- 
ed it when wartime restrictions 
limited supplies of milk and 
ci earn, then discontinued it when 
inese supp’ies became plentiful 
and less expensive than fruit 
rurce. 

Nineteen forty-nine was a 
record-breaking year for the dis- 
covery of new oil and gas re- 
serves w’hich postpone still fur- 
ther any danger of shortage.

Veterans

Q. I had several years of 
peacetime service in the army. 
A short time after I was honor 
ably discharged, I became ill 
and disabled and I feel that my 
disability is due to the service. 
What action should I take to 
get VA hospital care? 

A.— You may file a claim for 
disability compensation and thus 
get a decision from VA. Gen- 
erally, as a peacetime veteran, 
if your disability is not service- 
incurred or service-aggravated, 
you are not eligible to VA hos- 
pital benefits. 

Q.— I am entitled to four years 
of education and training under 
the GI Bill. Is it possible for 
me to take one year of high 
school and three years of col- 
lege, if I start my high school 
course before July 25, 1951, the 
deadline date? 

A. — Yes, but you should ap- 
ply to VA for a change of 
course before you graduate from 
high school. 

Q.— I was given an honorable 
discharge from the Army in 
1945. I re-enlisted in 1947 and 
W’as recently given a dishonora- 
ble discharge. Am I eligible for 
treatment in VA hospitals? 

■ a. The fact that you were 
dishonorable discharged in 1947 
docs not deprive you of any 
rights to lusp.taiization you 
may have by virtue of your hon- 
or? >ip service which terminated 
in 1945. 

Q.— Will VA furnish trans- 
portation when I am transferred 
from one hospital to another? 

A. — VA will furnish or pay 
for transportation when the 
transfer is approved and ar- 
ranged by VA for medical rea- 
sons. Such transportation will 
not be furnished by VA when 
the transfer is for the conveni- 
ence of the patient.

QUESTION BOX. 

' Q— Must. old wallpaper oe re- 
moved before new is applied? 

A— If there is only one layer of 
old wallpaper and It is firmly at- 
tached, removal is not necessary. 
In hanging the new paper, use a 
minimum amount of paste. Re-* 
moval of old wallpaper is neces- 
sary if there are two layers or 
more. 

Q— Can ordinary house paint 
be used on a wood floor? 

A— A special floor paint or 
enamel should be used instead. 
Ordinary house paint is too soft 
and will wear off. 

Q — Cane in the seat of a chair 
has stretched and sags. The 
cane is not broken Is there any 
way to tighten it? 

A — Turn the chair upside 
down and sponge the bottom of 
the cane seat with hot water. 
Let the cane dry outdoors or in 
a room with good air circulation. 

Q — How expensive is it to color 
a roof? 

A—The greatest variety of 
roof colors, both solid and blend- 
ed, is available In asphalt 
shingles. The color is an in- 
tegral part of the material. 
There is no additional expense 
to the home owner. 

Q — What lf*nd of cleaning ma- 
terials should be used to wash 
painted exterior sidewalls of a 
house? 

A — Soap and water usually 
are sufficient. Where there is 
a good deal of soot in the air, 
it might be necessary to add a 
commercial paint-cleaning agent 
to the water. In either case, 
wash a small, inconspicuous area 
first to make sure that washing 
will not harm the paint. In scrub- 
bing a wall, start at the bottom 
and work up. 

Q— How can the surface of an 
electric iron be cleaned? 

A— Rub it gently with the fin- 
est grade of steel wool.

After making a study of the 
results of parking meters and 
off-street parking in Waltham, 
Cambridge, Brookline, Wellesley, 
and Quincy, the Aldcrmanic Com- 
mittee of Municipal Parking and 
Meters and the Planning Board 
filed a report which lauds the 
meters, stating that they im- 
prove parking conditions, and 
arc universally approved by 
shoppers and businessmen. The 
cost will not exceed $3000. and 
if the report is adopted, plans 
will soon be made tor the in- 
stallation of meters in Newton. 

Recommendations, presented 
at a joint report from the Alder- 
manic Committee and the Plan- 
ning Board are as follows: 

"No changes should be made 
at present in the plans of the two 
municipal off-street parking 
areas at Newton Corner and the 
one in Newton Centre, as ap- 
proved by the Board of Aider- 
men, December, 1949. These 
three areas are badly needed 
and should be available for the 
public as soon as possible. 

"Additional off-street parking 
areas are definite factors in the 
development of the business sec- 
tions of Newton. Therefore, po- 
tential parking areas, both muni- 
cipal and private, should be 
made the subject of a separate 
study. 

"The installation of parking 
meters is recommended. Such 
installation should be made only 
after a special survey is con- 
ducted by an independent firm 
of engineers or consultants. 

"The firm of Adams, Howard 
and Greeley, city planning con- 
sultants, is recommended to 
study and report for the City 
of Newton (a) the location of 
potential municipal and private 
off-street parking areas, (b) the 
number and location of parking 
meters, (c) the most suitable 
type of parking meters, (d) the 
time to install metei\3 and (e) 
the best method for financing 
the acquisition, construction and 
operation of municipal off-strect 
parking areas and the installa- 
tion and operation of parking 
meters. 

"The payment for this survey, 
as outlined in point 4, should 
be financed from the funds ; 
ready allbcated to the Planni >*; 
Board for its general rogra i, 
plus an added appropii- ion. a w l 
the total expense for the survey 
should not exceed $S0CP.” 

The Board of Aldermen appro- 
priated $1000 for expenses of the 
planning board for an off-strert 
parking study.

1. Swimming water is general- 
ly cool, and sometimes cold. Be- 
fore getting in it is a good idea to 
rinse the body a little at a time, 
to adjust to the loner tempera- 
ture and to minimize the shock 
of complete immersion later.

4. Exhaling under water is very 
important. It should be practiced 
until it is easy to do. Inhale 
above the surface, submerge and 
blow “bubbles” when the face is 
under. Use the mouth entirely — 
forget that you have a nose.

GOV. DEVER'S BUDGET 

Editor, Newton Graphic: — 

I should like to tell my con- 
stituents through your columns 
my reasons for voting against 
Gov. Dever’s budget. 

In the first instance i. was my 
considered opinion that this 
budget, the highest in the his- 
tory of the state, was heavily 
padded. We made every possible 
effort to reduce it, but we had 
not sufficient votes to secure any 
appreciable reductions, so we 
voted against it and came within 
five votes of killing It. 

When the budget came before 
us last week for the second time, 
Ways and Means had reduced it 
by about $1,800,000, but we dis- 
covered that it was unbalanced 
by some $8 million,— the antici- 
pated revenues falling short of 
the proposed expenditures by 
that amount. 

Now, I do not intend to vote 
for an unbalanced budget, for 
either a state tax on the cities 
and towns will have to be levied 
to meet 'the deficit, or else addi- 
tional taxes will have to be later 
imposed. I am opposed to both 
of these things happening so I 
cast my vote against the budget 
the second time, as did several 
other Republican House mem- 
bers.

Were it not for Betty’s taking 
the baby robin to her aunt, Mrs. 
John E. Young, 690 Grove street, 
around the corner from Betty’s 
home, the bird might have died. 
Soon the bird’s brother, Brownie, 
fell out of the nest and the two 
have been inseparable ever since; 
or should I say, the three, count- 
ing little Betty Jean. 

Every year the children have 
found birds to care for and play 
with. Mrs. Young has photos of 
the children with a pet starling, 
taken last year. The starling had 
become so adjusted to home life, 
he paid no heed to the cat, who 
decided to rid the house of the 
intruder. They had a bluejay 
living with them all last winter 
before he died. 

Now the robins are getting too 
old to be petted, and for fear of 
the neighborhood feline prowlers, 
Mrs. Young does not want to en- 
tourage them to stay around the 
back yard; and yet, each time 
the two robins fly away, they re- 
turn soon after like true domes- 
tic pets. Mrs. Young has reconcil- 
ed herself to the fact that 
through many summers to come, 
she will be an honorary member 
of the 690 Grove Street Bird 
Watching Society, to whom the 
three members will come for ad- 
vice when problems arise. She’ll 
love the job, though.

Urges Large Registration in Order to 
Defeat Increase in Auto Insurance 


Representative George E. Raw- 
son this week made the following 
statement regarding tht import- 
ance of all Newton citizens 
registering to vote this year: 

“There will appear on the ballot 
at the November election a 
proposed law by initiative peti- 
tion to provide for a uniform flat 
rate for motor vehicle insurance 
throughout the Commonwealth. 

“If this law should pass, motor 
car owners in Suffolk County and 
a few other places would gain a 
lower rate. Newton car owners, 
however, would be forced to pay 
more than now. Newton’s present 
rate for the compulsory $5000 to 
$10,000 coverage is $27.10. The 
proponents of the new initiative 
law claim a rate of $30 through- 
out the state. In my opinion, 
based on experience in the insur- 
ance business, it would be much 
more than that. In fact, it has 


been estimated by some as high 
as $35. 

"Every Newton resident who 
owns a car should vote against 
the proposal for his own interest. 
He should, therefore, see to it 
that his name is on the voting list 
this year. 

“All those qualified to vote 
may register at C’ity Hall on any 
week day except Saturday be- 
tween the hours of 9 and 5, also 
Monday evenings through August 
18, the final date for registration 
for the September 19 primary. 
There will be a further oppor- 
tunity to register at the same 
place between September 21 and 
October 5. 

“A full registration means a 
heavy vote and a heavy vote in 
Newton and other places, out- 
side Suffolk County, can defeat 
this proposed law.”

Public Buildings Commissioner Arthur Campbell last week an- 
nounced that eighteen bids were opened for the construction of 
a new Bowen School In Newton Centre and for the erection of 
recreation building at the Hawthorne Playground in Newton. 

C. R. Burns and Sons of Brook- 


line submitted a bid of $637,800 
for the Bowen School contract 
and was the lowest bidder. Other 
bids were: J. F. Rand and Sons 
of Boston, $654,783; F. Volpe and 
Company of Dorchester, $655,315;

postal service before World War 
II. Those veterans woo were 
postal employees before their 
military service have already 
been taken care of by legislation. 
Passage of this kind of legisla- 
tion is bound to cause demorali- 
zation among the many loyal 
post office workers who are not 
blessed with veterans preference. 

“And what is more important, 
passage of this kind ot legisla- 
tion is intolerable to the Ameri- 
can taxpayer at a time when 
with one hand for the sake of 
economy the government seri- 
ously curtails our postal service, 
and with the other hand for the 
sake of special veterans prefer- 
ence the government would pour 
into the now inadequate postal 
service without any return over 
$225,000. 

“Finally, it is proper to ask 
the question: “Where do we 
stop?” This is not even general 
veterans preference legislation. 
It is the enactment of benefits 
for existing jobholders in one 
governmental department. Will 
not the other departments re- 
quire similar treatment once the 
precedent is established here?* 
We would suppose so, and there- 
fore, for this reason and the 
reasons aforementioned we re- 
spectfully request you to vote 
against this bill and in favor of 
the President’s veto. 

“We understand that the bill 
is opposed not only by the Presi- 
dent, but also by the Post Of- 
fice Department itself, the Bu- 
reau of the Budget, the Civil Ser- 
vice Commission, and the Comp-* 
t roller General, which united 
front among the responsible fis- 
cal agencies of our government 
lends irrefutable evidence to the 
necessity for upholding the 
President’s veto.”

Capt. John Gassier, of Boylston 
street, Chestnut Hill, in a letter 
to his wife, stated that he is 
in the thick of the fighting in 
Korea.

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Same Old Pattern 

Whether or not there is to he another 
full scale war is the question of the hour 
and we don’t propose to predict the answer. 
However, there were two items that broke 
in the news last week which seem to indi- 
cate that at least two major food industries 
are up to their old tricks of increasing prices 
on the strength of a war scare. 

We refer to the proposed increase in 
coffee prices announced last week and to the 
proposed increase in bread prices announced 
Sunday by one of the large baking com- 
panies with headquarters in New York. 

The coffee situation has been smelly for 
sometime, and we don’t refer to the aroma 
described by the writers of coffee advertis- 
ing. Not long ago a committee was ap- 
pointed by Congress to investigate the price 
fa :rease that went into effect some months 
ago. The last word we heard about this 
committee was that it had been advised to 
soft pedal any action for fear of upsetting 
our diplomatic relations with Latin America. 

In announcing the increase in bread prices 
the reason given was that old cliche, “in- 
creased cost of manufacturing.” What costs 
have increased we should like to know? 

The price of bread produced by the large 
baking companies and sold in independent 
food stores has for sometime been set at 
16c a loaf. Yet in a nearby town a small 
bakery without mass production machinery, 
etc., has been turning out a better loaf of 
bread for only 15c. Now this little baker 
does not claim his product is “enriched,” but 
we can testify that it is far superior in taste 
and nourishment to the mass produced loaf 
and we venture it is just as full of vitamins. 

If these two price increases noted above 
are going to set a pattern for other indust- 
ries to follow, then it is time for quick 
action by government agencies to set up 
ceiling prices again to protect the consumer’s 
pocketbook. 

If the spokesmen for the coffee and bak- 
ing industries have anything to say in jus- 
tification of their recent price increases, let 
us hear from them at once, but it had better 
be good hard facts, and NO double talk.

Profit Costs Us Little 

Industry, despite the theories of the left- 
wing groups, must make a profit if it is to 
live. A business which operates at a loss 
for a long enough period of time is hell-bent 
for the economic graveyard, where it will be 
of service to no one. 

In most cases* however, profit is so small 
as to hardly make a dent in the consumer’s 
budget. 

The profit motive, which is so bitterly de- 
nounced by those who would destroy free 
enterprise and, in the process, destroy rep- 
resentative government, has been the main- 
spring of our economic development It has 
been responsible for our purchasing power 
and living standards And the remarkable 
part is that profit costs us so little 


Current Comment 


Six Republicans Would Like to Be Governor . 
Is Denfeld a Citizen of Massachusetts . . . 

"Not a Politician, Just a Naval Man" . . . 

It has been a long time since the Repub- 
lican picture in Massachusetts has been as 
confused as it is today. 

Six men are battling for the G.O.P. nomi- 
nation for Governor in the hottest fight the 
party has seen in years. 

Uncertainty exists as to whether one of 
the six, Admiral Louis Denfeld, could hold 
the Governorship if he were elected to it. 

General Daniel Needham of West Newton, 
former head of the State police and one-time 
commanding officer of the Yankee Division, 
i: the latest Republican to step into the race 
for the right to run against Governor Dever 
in November. 

Still sitting on the sidelines is ex-Governor 
Robert F. Bradford, the man most political 
observers believe could offer the strongest 
challenge to Dever, and from all indications 
he is going to stay there since party leaders 
apparently are making no real effort to draw 
him into the field. 

It is a strange and unusual situation for 
the G.O.P. There is no evidence of any real 
party leadership even though National Com- 
mitteeman Sinclair Weeks stepped back into 
a position of power at the recent meeting 
of the Republican State Committee. 

It isn’t often that a man seeks election 
as Governor of a State to which he declines 
to pay income taxes. That, however, is what 
Admiral Denfeld is doing. 

Whether the courts will hold that the 
admiral is legally eligible to serve as Gover- 
nor of Massachusetts remains to be seen, 
but even if it does, it is quite possible that 
many voters will take a rather dim view of 
his candidacy in the face of his refusal to 
file an income tax return in the Bay State 
\ hile maintaining a voting address here. 

To this observer it would seem that the 
State Constitution is so written that a man 
cannot come into this Commonwealth from 
some other section of the country, hang up 
his hat and run for the Governorship. That 
appears to be exactly what Admiral Denfeld 
Is undertaking to do. 


: 


The State Constitution provides that to 
be eligible to serve as Governor a man must 
have been an “inhabitant” of Massachusetts 
for the seven years immediately preceding 
his election. 

Some of Admiral Denfeld’s political backers 
insist that he has met that requirement be- 
cause he has maintained a voting residence 
in Massachusetts for the past 36 years. 

But hard-boiled professional politicians 
would describe the admiral as a mattress 
voter since while he was technically regis- 
tered as a voter here he was paying his 
taxes in other States. 

Under the law a Massachusetts resident 
is required to file a State income tax return 
here. Admiral Denfeld has never :.iade a tax 
return in this State. 

That wasn’t merely an oversight because 
Bay State tax officials, always looking for 
prospective customers, twice tried to per- 
suade Admiral Denfeld to file a tax return 
in Massachusetts and twice were turned j 
down. 

The first time they sought to enroll the 
admiral on the rolls of Massachusetts tax- 
payers was in 1032, and they met a rebuff 
from the old navy officer who said he was 
living in Tacoma, Wash., and was paying 
his taxes there. 

A second attempt to induce Admiral Den- 
feld to pay taxes to the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts was made in 1945, and again 
the admiral refused on the ground that his 
domicile was in another State. 

One can assume that the admiral’s tax 
bill was smaller in some other State and 
that he took advantage of the opportunity 
tc pay his taxes where they would make 
the smallest dent in his earnings. 

That is perfectly understandable, particu- 
k rly in the case of a serviceman who has 
r. good deal of latitude in deciding where he 
wants to call home. 

But when Admiral Denfeld stated in 1945 
that his domicile was outside Massachusetts, 
he, of course, had no thought of running for 
Governor of the Bay State. And when he 
announced his candidacy last week, it’s quite 
possible that he was entirely unaware of the 
provisions in the Constitution that a Gov- 
ernor must have been an inhabitant of the 
Commonwealth for seven years. 

Now, however, the admiral is face to face 
with the cold language of law. 

There are a few things that may be said 
about Louis E. Denfeld. He evidently was 
a good naval officer. He has the courage 
of his convictions as indicated by the blunt 
manner in which he spoke out during the 
row over the unification of the armed serv- 
ices, causing him to be dropped from his 
commanjcl post as chief of naval operations 
and bringing on his subsequen tresignation. 

And he also is a man who reserves the 
right to change hjs mind. Last November, 
he wired Governor Dever that he had no 
political aspirations and that even if he did 
have he “could never dream of opposing a 
friend.” 

Four months ago, in an article published 
in Colliers magazine, he wrote: “1 have 
been urged to run for Congress or for the 
Governorship of Massachusetts, but I have 
no thought of doing so. The last thing I 
want to do is become a political issue. After 
all. I tell people, I am a Navy man and that 
will always be my interest.” 

Speaking before the State Club at a dinner 
in Boston last April, the admiral said: “I’m 
not a politician. I’ve always been a naval 
officer.” 

Now in view of the uncertainty as to 
Admiral Denfeld’s right to serve as Gover- 
nor, it will be interesting to see whether he , 
remains in the race for the G.O.P. guberna- 
torial nomination. 

It certainly would create a most unusual 
situation if he were elected as Governor and 
then were prevented by court action from 
holding the office.

Urg es Safety Rules 
Be Observed on 
Vacation Trips 

— o — 

"If you are planning a trip,” 
Chief Phiip Purcell of the New- 
ton Police Department said, 
"you should plan for your safe- 
ty as thoroughly as you do for 
your comfort and overnight ac- 
commodations. 

In spite of the general uni- 
formity that we’ve come to ex- 
pect throughout the country in 
the matter of traffic laws, signs, 
and signals,” he continued, 
"there continue to be differ- 
ences and discrepancies that can 
trap the tourist unfamiliar with 
local rulings and conditions. 

'Consult the state police upon 
starting a trip. They are anx- 
ious to make your vacation with- 
in their borders a safe, interest- 
ing visit. 

"The National Safety Council 
recently polled the officials of 
48 states, not only on differ- 
ences existing between state 
speed limits, but also on other 
factors in each state that might 
be confusing or dangerous to 
the unwary out-of-stater. 

"According to the poll, the 


officials showed great concern 
over driving conditions brought 
about by unfamiliar topography. 
Flat, level states reported that 
the biggest danger to drivers 
unfamiliar with such terrain 
was the feeling of over-confi- 
dence. This often lulls the 
driver into drowsiness, excessive 
speed— or both. 

"The officials of mountain 
states such as Colorado have 
pointed out that drivers un- 
familiar with mountain driving 
have a tendency to hug the cen- 
ter stripe too closely. This cre- 
ates a hazardous situation for 
both themselves and drivers in 
the other lane. 

"Other hazards brought to 
light by the National Safety 
Council’s poll, include tourists 
who do not pull off the road- 
way before stopping to admire 
the scenery . . . extremely nar- 
row roads found in the rural 
areas of many states . . . wide 
expanses of open space that re- 
sult in the driver miscalculating 
his gasoline requirements, and 
the danger found in some south- 
ern, western and southwestern 
state’s of roaming wildlife and 
livestock. 

"The slogan that has been se- 
lected for July’s program is, 
‘Have a SAFE Trip’,” concluded 
Chief Purcell.

The announcement came di- 
rectly from Pope Pius XII in 
Rome, and forwarded to the 
convention in Washington by 
the apostolic delegate in the 
United States. 

Msgr. MacKenzie was named 
to the post along with Msgr. 
Thomas F. Markham of Lowell, 
and both will succeed Bishop 
John J. Wright of the Worces- 
ter diocese. 

The former pastor of the 
Church of the Sacred Heart was 
for nearly 20 years a professor 
of canon law and moral theology 
at St. John’s Seminary in Brigh- 
ton. He was born in Boston 
Dec. 6, 1894, graduated from 
Boston College in 1914 and or- 
dained by Cardinal O'Connell on 
Oct. 20, 1918. 

After serving as pastor of St. 
Paul’s Church in Wellesley, he 
was later appointed pastor of 
the Newton Center Church.

Careless smoking heads the 
list of causes of fires last year, 
according to an annual report 
of the Newton Fire Department 
issued by Chief John E. Cor- 
coran, and losses due to fire 
reached a new high since 1943, 
estimated at $135,609.91. The 
1943 damages by fire amounted 
to $142,729.58, but the figure 
has shown a decrease until last 
yfar. 

Building losses topped the list 
at $92,863.65, contents totaled 
537,979.76, and damages to auto- 
mobiles and miscellaneous fires 
came to $4,766.50. 

Fires due to short circuits was 
second in causes, defective oil 
and range burners third, and 
children and matches fourth.

With the sombre news of the forthcoming draft call in their 
minds, 127 National Guardsmen of the 101st Infantry left Satur- 
day morning for two weeks of air-ground operations at Camp 
Edwards.

Thomas F. Hickey, who holds the Distinguished Service Cross and 
the Purple Heart. 

The men joined some 8000 oth- 
ers who also arrived Saturday 
and they bear the celebrated 
Yankee Division emblem on 
their helmets. This division, 
commanded by Maj. General 
William I. Rose, has been named 
one of six National Guard Divi- 
sions which will comprise an 
18-division Army task force to 
be ready on call to aid the two 
divisions now fighting in Korea.

Needham and Miles in Governor's Race . . . 
Lodge's Support of Denield May Be a Factor . 
Excessive Pensions for State Office Holders . 

The race for the Republican nomination 
for Governor is now so confused that it is 
extremely difficult to assess the present and 
potential strength of the various contenders. 

Two candidates who appear to have been 
steadily advancing their candidacies in the 
past week are General Daniel Needham and 
Judge Frankland W. L. Miles. 

Needham seems to be attracting the sup- 
port of many of the top Republican leaders, 
particularly in the Sinclair Weeks wing of 
the party. The endorsement he received 
from ex-Representative Henry L. Shattuck 
of the Back Bay, one of Boston’s most in- 
fluential and respected figures, gave a big 
boost to his candidacy. 

Judge Miles has been moving ahead on the 
force and strength of his own personality. 
He is a commanding figure and a good 
speaker. He is offering himself as a “new 
face,” and he has made an impression upon 
the audiences he has addressed. 

Former Attorney General Clarence A. 
Barnes has perhaps the most stable strength. 
He started early, got the jump on the other 
candidates and seems to have tapered off 
a little in recent weeks. One thing to re- 
member is that Barnes will have first place 
on the ballot, and that may prove important. 

Former Lieutenant Governor Arthur W. 
Coolidge has been hurt by the widening 
field. His prospects of winning the right 
to run against Governor Dever suffered a 
blow when Needham and Admiral Denfeld 
stepped into the contest, and his hopes now 
rest on his ability to draw heavily from the 
ranks of the Republican legislators, many of 
whom will have fights of their own. 

Admiral Denfeld is going to have difficulty 
getting around the fact that he has never 
filed a state income tax return in Massachu- 
setts, and some Republicans were not at all 
impressed when they learned that he has not 
yet been enrolled a full month in their party. 
Denfeld, of course, is a political darkhorse. 
There is no way of estimating his vote- 
getting appeal or of forecasting how much 
the question of his legal residence may hurt 
him. 

He is getting enough support from the 
followers of Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Jr., that he must be counted a factor in the 
race until such time as it is definitely shown 
that he is not eligible for the Governorship. 

The fact of the matter is that most of the 
political seers would hesitate to rule out any 
of the five in a fight of this kind. While 
Needham and Miles have been gaining 
ground recently, neither started with the 
strength of Barnes or Coolidge. 

A good many of the Republican politicians 
are waiting for the deadline for filing nomi- 
nation papers before committing themselves 
on the battle. Next Tuesday is the last day 
for submitting nomination signatures to 
local boards for certification. After that the 
lines in the contest should gradually become 
more clearly drawn. 

For several years now the members of 
the State Legislature have given out pen- 
sions with free-handed generosity to a lot 
of people, including themselves. 

In many cities and towns as well as the 
State the amount of money that must be 
set aside annually to cover the pensions be- 
ing paid to former employees, many of whom 
had only short periods of service, represents 
a very substantial item of tax expense. 

We are not referring to the State, city, 
county or school worker who pays a portion 


of his wages into a pension fund over a long 
period of years and then in the twilight of 
his life retires on a pension which he has 
earned. 

But it is unfair and preposterous for such 
an employee to retire on a pension of $24 
a week after 35 years of service while some 
political favorite, who has worked 10 or 12 
years, is allowed from $50 to $75 for the 
rest of his life. 

It wasn’t at all surprising that a spokes- 
man for the Massachusetts Federation of 
Taxpayers Associatipns reared up and 
screamed with outrage the other day about 
some of the goings-on on Beacon Hill. 

One of the cases cited was that of Paul 
D. How ard, former deputy Secretary of State. 

As the Federation pointed out, Mr. 
Howard was on the public payroll in one 
capacity or another most of his adult life. 
He considered himself somewhat indispen- 
sable, and when Secretary of State Edward 
,T. Cronin assumed office and decided to fire 
him, Mr. Howard went into court to prevent 
such an indignity. 

The courts decided that Cronin was within 
his rights in giving the heave-ho to Mr. 
Howard, and in some fashion the State has 
managed to stumble and struggle along for 
the past 18 months without his services. 

Now' it develops that earlier this year 
Howard persuaded one of the legislators 
to file a bill which would give him a $3600- 
a-year pension for the rest of his life. 

The legislative committee on pensions 
recommended the rejection of the bill, but 
when its report reached the Senate the orig- 
inal Howard bill was substituted for the 
committee report, and the measure appar- 
ently is on its way to passage. 

The Federation of Taxpayers Associations 
refers to this maneuvre as the “feature 
finagle” of last week in the Senate. The 
Federation also points out that the bill would 
provide Howard with benefits approximately 
three times greater than he is entitled to 
on the basis of w'hat he w'as willing to 
pay in. 

It seems also that while Mr. Howard was 
ir the employ of the State he declined to 
increase his payments to the pension fund in 
order to enlarge the amount he would re- 
ceive upon his retirement. 

To add insult to injury the pension would 
be retroactive to Feb. 1, 1949, and Mr. 
Howard would get a lump sum payment of 
about $4700 right away. 

It w'ould be very interesting to have some 
of the Senators who voted for this gift to 
Mr. Howard explain exactly why he is en- 
titled to this beneficence. 

The time is going to come when the tax- 
payers, many of whom have difficulty in 
meeting their own obligations, are going to 
rise up and hurl out of office those public 
officials who think nothing of voting lifetime 
handouts to former payroll patriots.

Testifying before the City Council in De- 
catur, lil„ Fireman Henry J. Sturkee de- 
clared he was convinced beyond all question 
that the city needed a new fire truck when 
two boys on bicycles passed him while he 
was racing to a blaze as fast as the 23-year- 
old truck would travel. That ought to con- 
vince anyone.

Charged with reckless driving in Mem- 
phis, Mrs. Louise McCormick told the court 
she thought at the time the violation was 
committed that her uncle was driving the 
car. That belongs in the “Who Me?” de- 
partment.

Arraigned in Pasadena on a charge of 
speeding, Clarence A. Bunnell claimed that 
he had an “intuitive sense of speed.” He 
persuaded Judge William E. Fox to go with 
him for a test ride, was able to estimate 
the miles-per-hour speed so closely without 
looking at the speedometer that the judge 
found him not guilty.

Mrs. Julia Gideon Whaley of Knoxville, 
Tenn., was granted a divorce after she 
showed the judge a penny postcard on which 
her husband had penned this verse. “Your 
eyes may shine, Your teeth may grit. But 
none of my money Will you git. Phooey 
on vou.”

After listening patiently while Donald and 
Mary McClav both listed reasons why the 
other was unfit to have custody of their two- 
year-old daughter, Judge Joseph M. .Conroy 
of Jamaica, N. Y., decided they both were 
right. “Neither of you will get custody.” 
he declared. “In my opinion you both 
stink.” From this distance the Judge doesn’t 
sound very judicial in his utterances either. 

In a Baltimore court, Judge Herbert 
Franklin dismissed a charge of disorderly 
conduct against Paul Uppernian after the 
latter admitted that he jumped into the 
Patapsco River from a 40-foot bridge in order 
to win a $5 bet. “1 never had the nerve to 
do it myself,” commented His Honor. 

When St. Louis Rent Director Grover C. 
Vandover ordered rent reductions for her 
tenants, Mrs. Grace C. Hill promptly mailed 
him the deed to her house with a note 
which read: “You are no doubt in better 
position to operate the property at a profit 
under your restrictions, so here it is with 
my blessings.”

— o — 

Q — Would an American serv- 
iceman paralyzed from the waist 
down because of action in Korea 
be entitled to the special VA 
benefits of an automobile and a 
grant for buying or building a 
home designed for “wheelchair 
living?” 

A — He could not get the car, 
for the law limits motor vehicles 
at Government expense to World 
War II veterans only. But he 
might be eligible for the housing 
grant if he meets the require 
ments of the law authorizing 
special housing. 


Q — If I apply for OT Bill 
(raining before the July 2ft. 1951 
cutoff date, will I he able to start, 
my course some time after that 
date? 

A — No. Under the law, you 
actually must be In training on 
that date. The exceptions are in- 
terruptions of training beyond 
your control, such as summer va- 
cations, Illness and the like. 

Q — Some years ago I served 
on active training duty in the 
National Guard for 15 days. 
During that period I suffered a 
disease that resulted in a dis- 
ability. Am I eligible for dis- 
ability compensation? 

A — No. Public taw 108 states 
that you must serve for periods 
“in excess of 30 days” in order to 


Ibe eligible for compensation for 
disability resulting from disease. 
On the other hand, there is no 
minimum time limit In the case 
of disability resulting from in- 
jury while on active or training 
duty with th^ National Guard. 

Q -- I’m planning to convert 
my NSLI term policy to a per 
manent policy. I’ve heard that In 
the event of my death my wife 
will have to take the insurance 
money on the installment plan. 
Is that correct? 

A — No. You can choose the 
settlement plan. You can provide 
for lump-sum payment of the 
insurance, or you can specify 
that it be paid in equal monthly 
installments, ranging from three 
years to lifetime income.

Newton Has Rise in Business 
Says Chamber of Commerce 

A recent report on the business and industrial picture of New- 
ton by the Chamber of Commerce comparing the month of May, 
1949 with the same month in 1950 indicates a definite increase in 
wages, employment, and retail sales. 

The largest increase was in 
payrolls, with the amount in 
payrolls for May, 1950 set at 
$1,068,322 as against 1949’s fig- 
ure of $660,411, an increase of 
$407,911, or 61 per cent. 

Employment in this city also 
rose from last year’s figure 
from 3559 of last year to 5532 
for this year, an increase of 
1973, or 55 per cent. Average 
weekly wage in Newton went 
from $42.82 in 1949 to $44.56 in 
May of 1950. 

Retail sales rose 12 per cent 
in May of 1950, as compared 
with May of 1949, according to 
the report. 

The Chamber’s report also 
compares 1950 figures in wages, 
employment, and payrolls with 
those of 1940, for the month of 
May of both years. 

The average number oT em- 
ployees in 1940 was 2975, com- 
pared with 5532 of 1950, a rise 
of 2557, or 85 per cent. 

Weekly wages climbed from 
$18.83 in 1940 to $44.56 in May 
of 1950. 

In payrolls for the decade, it 
was $242,597 in 1940, as com- 
pared with $1,068,322 in 1950, an 
increase of $825,725, or 340 per 
cent for the month of May.

More than 25 percent of all 
children under seven years of 
age have speech defects. The best 
time for correction is before the 
Child enters school, according to 
Miss Catherine C. Perry, assist- 
ant director of the Institute for 
Speech Correction, 419 Boylston 
street, Boston. She urges parents 
of children entering school in the 
Fall to start speech correction 
work now before the mimicry of 
schoolmates makes them self- 
conscious.

and spastic speech. “Speech de- 
fects,” Miss Perry says, “do not 
indicate mental backwardness, 
but they often retard a child’s 
| progress in school and his social 
j development.” 

' Once he has been ridiculed, 
fears and emotions get in the 
way and the handicapped child’s 
j impediment grows worse. Afraid 
i lo speak in the classroom, he is 
often thought to be dull. Such 
subterfuge has been known to 
lower grades to the point of fail- 
ure, causing children eventually 
; to leave school. 

Too many parents have the 
mistaken idea that children will 
“outgrow” stuttering and other 
speech disorders, Miss Perry 
has discovered. Although some- 
times children do outgrow them, 
it is extremely unwise to sub- 
i ject the child to chance recovery, 
she warns. Delaying remedial 
work until the child is older may 
! result in his impediment becom- 
ing a firmly rooted habit, diffi- 
cult to correct. 

The parents of any child four 
years old or over who persists in 
a speech defect should consult 
a reputable therapist before he 
starts school. The classroom 
teacher, however, eager to help,

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Less Double Talk 

As our nation is brought closer day by day 
to stark fundamentals and as its citizens 
watch with growing concern the critical sit- 
uation in Korea, it might be well that we 
have a moratorium declared on the double- 
talk which now makes up most of the empty 
sound and fury in cigarette advertising. 

With many of our leaders in Washington 
telling us that this country faces many years 
of austerity while girding for defense, it 
does seem somewhat of an anomoly for com- 
panies to spend millions to insult our intelli- 
gence with the absurd claims and counter- 
claims that haven’t a thought in a carload. 

Apropos of this, it IS true that the 
Federal Trade Commission has made the fol- 
lowing statements in cease and desist orders 
prohibiting false and misleading advertising 
by various concerns : 

1. All cigarettes contain varying amounts 
of nicotine and throat irritants, and there 
is no reliable basis in fact for advertis- 
ing claims that one brand is superior to 
another in these respect. 

2. The nicotine content of the smoke of a 
cigarette is in direct proportion to the 
nicotine content of the tobacco contained 
in the cigarette itself. 

3. The tobaccos used by the manufacturers 
of all the leading cigarette brands con- 
tain nicotine in substantially the same 
quantities and variations. 

4. The smoke from all the leading brands 

of cigarettes contains throat irritants in 
essentially the same quantities and de- 
gree. . 

5. Cigarette smoke is an “irritant ’ . . . con- 
taining, as it does, the substances car- 
bon dioxide, carbon monoxide, nicotine, 
ammonia and various aldehydes, includ- 
ing formaldehyde, tars and formic acid. 

6. The smoke from all the leading brands 
of cigarettes contains all these irritating 
substances in essentially the same quan- 
tities and degree. 

7. The smoke will irritate disordered throats 
and excessive smoking of any brand will 
irritate even throats in normal healthy 
condition. 

8. The tars and resins in the smoke from 
all cigarettes have an irritating effect 
on the human body. 

9. It is impossible for a manufacturer to 
produce a large volume of cigarettes with 
a standard content of nicotine and throat 
irritants. 

10. Nicoltine is not a therapeutic agent for 
any purpose. 

11. The only phsvsiological effect cigarette 
smoking can have upon digestion, if it 
has any at all, is harmful. 

12. There is in tobacco smoke no constituent 
which could possibly create energy. 

13. Smoking has an adverse effect upon the 
endurance and energy by causing an in- 
crease in pulse rate and a rise in blood 
pressure and by depriving the smoker 
of oxygen. 

14. Excessive smoking, regardless of the 
condition of the smoker’s nerves, will 
not be soothing, comforting or restful. 



Dever'i Road Improvements a Political Asset 
. . . Legislators Often Change Vote on a Roll 
Call . . . Many Republican Leaders Support- 
ing Gen. Needham . . . 

Some of the motorists are all but over- 
whelmed by the politeness and courtesy of 
the signs at State highways where road- 
building projects are underway. 

Nobody ever apologized to them .before 
for repairing a highway or even tearing it 
up, and some of them can’t quite get used 
to the idea. 

It was first brought to our attention by 
a woman who had driven from New Hamp- 
shire down across Massachusetts and who 
stopped and gazed in undisguised astonish- 
ment at a sign where a road construction 
job was underway. 

The sign apologized to motorists for the 
inconvenience the work was causing them 
but added that it would be a big improve- 
ment when the job was completed. Under- 
neath it was the signature of Paul A. Dever. 

This political observer is not prepared to 
make any prediction as to how Governor 
Dever will fare when he stands for reelec- 
tion to a second term next November. Too 
many things can happen between now and 
then to influence the ebb and flow of the 
political tides. 

But one thing very certain is that Mr. 
Dever’s big highway construction program 
and the polite regrets expressed at incon- 
veniencing motorists where the jobs are 
underway may prove one of the Governor’s 
big campaign assets. 

Whatever else Mr. Dever may do during 
his two years on Beacon Hill, he is going 
to leave the highways of Massachusetts in 
much better condition than when he assumed 
office. 

Some of the cynics may be quick to point 
out that he is doing it with the people’s 
money and that no political medals should 
be pinned to him for so doing. 

However, there never has been a project 
yet which was financed with anything but 
the people’s money, and the fact also is that 


Mr. Dever, at least, is doing something about 
the highways of the State besides apologize 
for them to visitors. 

The conviction is growing in some circles 
that unless a Republican trend starts be- 
tween now and next November, Mr. Dever 
may prove a rather difficult person to unseat. 

It has been a long time since any Demo- 
cratic Governor was reelected in Massachu- 
setts. Joseph B. Ely was the last one, and 
he won his second term in 1932 when a 
man named Franklin D. Roosevelt also car- 
ried Massachusetts for the first time. 

It has been almost as long since any Demo- 
ciatic candidate for Governor won election 
in anything but a Presidential year. One 
James M. Curley was the last to achieve 
that feat in 1934 when the popularity of the 
New Deal was rising. 

Some observers think that under present 
conditions the job of being Governor is so 
tough that a man can’t hold office for more 
than two years. That could be true, 
although it would mean that the voters of 
Massachusetts were a rather impatient lot. 

Disregarding those factors, however, it 
can be stated that right now Mr. Dever is 
pretty well positioned for the fight ahead of 
him. He experienced a slump, but he had 
it early, ana for the past several months his 
political stock has been on the rise. 

That is not merely the opinion of this 
writer. It is the judgment of experienced, 
hard-bitten Republican politicians who have 
been cautioning their own party members 
against the folly of under-estimating Mr. 
Dever’s strength. They don’t say that he 
can’t be defeated, but they do declare that 
he now looms up as anything but a soft poli- 
tical touch. 

We suspect that those highway improve- 
ments and the polite signs at the construc- 
tion jobs have something to do with it. 

* ¥ * * 

Sometimes it seems to us that our elected 
legislators on Beacon Hill do not have the 
courage of their convictions. 

From a gallery seat in the chambers where 
our House and Senate' hold their delibera- 
tions and do their verbal gymnastics, we 
have noted that certain of our law-makers 
vote one way when it’s off the record and 
the opposite way when they’re being re- 
corded. 

There have been at least half a dozen 
occasions in the last week where a measure 
was killed on a voice vote and a standing 
• vote. Then someone arose and demanded 
a roll call, and when the boys had to stand 
up and be counted they voted for the 
measure. 

Perhaps that may come under the head 
of good government, but somehow we don’t 
quite see it. 

It would be nice to think that our Repre- 
sentatives and Senators are all sincere, con- 
scientious men who place the public welfare 
above their own political well-being. While 
it would be nice to think so, it also would 
be far from correct. 

Of course, the answer is that when the 
roll is called and the vote becomes a matter 
of record, some of the legislators gingerly 
back-track in deference to whatever pressure 
group is interested at the moment. 

* * * * 

One of the things Republican politicians 
are wondering about is whether General 
Daniel Needham can maintain the present 
force and momentum of his drive for the 
G.O.P. nomination for Governor. 

He started later than the other candidates, 
but in the last two and a half weeks he 
has certainly made up for lost time. 

A large number of the party leaders, who 
had been sitting back waiting before com- 
mitting themselves, have been boarding his 
bandwagon. Headed by National Commit- 
teeman Sinclair Weeks, they now’ comprise 
a pretty impressive array. 

There is also a strong conviction in some 
Republican quarters that Needham is only 
beginning to show his political power and 
that he still has a substantial amount of 
strength to unveil when the time is strategic. 

Mrs. Elsie Hayw’ard of Bexhill, England, 
received a letter containing her lost ration 
books — minus the precious tea and candy 
coupons — but with a religious tract exhort- 
ing the reader to give thanks for daily bless- 
ings.

When Robert B. Boyle of Portland, Me., 
told the court he was to be married in three 
days, Judge Edmund P. Mahoney suspended 
his $3.00 fine for a traffic violation with the 
comment, “you probably will need all your 
spare money.” His Honor must be a mar- 
ried man. 

While Volunteer Fireman Ruben Arroliga 
was standing at the altar w’ith his bride-to- 
be in Managua, Nicaragua, an alarm sounded. 
He immediately dashed off to answer it, in- 
structed his prospective wife to wait w-hile 
he helped to put out the blaze.

To the Editor: 

The Dever administration ap- 
pears to have hit upon a tech- 
nique for getting dubious or 
controversial matters through 
the Legislature. This method is 
merely a matter of delaying the 
session until late in the sum 
mer in order to outlast the Re- 
publicans. It was worked last 
year with tremendous success. 
During the hot August after 
noons, pension grabs for legis 
lators, fat increases in pay, with 
special bonuses to floor leaders 
and committee chairmen, were 
passed. Three or four unneces- 
sary judgeships were created, 
an uncollectible tax on pipe to 
bacco and cigars was put over, 
and the 22 million dollar sup 
plemental budget was adopted, 
giving jobs to over a thousand 
Dever henchmen. 

None of these measures could 
have passed the Legislature had 
they been brought up at the 
normal time, from January to 
June. Many of them did not 
go through the regular commit- 
tee channels and were not given 
the usual public hearings. Civic ' 
groups, such as the Chamber of 
Commerce, labor unions, wom- 
en’s clubs, parent-teacher asso.- 
ciations, and League of Women 
Voters, had discontinued their 
meetings for the summer. Civic 
minded citizen* and businessmen 
were away on vacations and it 
was not too difficult to put one 
over. 

It was freely predicted by 
members of both parties that 
this year would be different, 

| because it was a campaign year. 
Many observers thought that 
the Democrats would be willing 
to get through to campaign for 
reelection. Also, it was pointed 
out they had already installed 
most of the new appointees and 
embarked upon the new proj- 
ects, so they would not need 
further legislation of this kind. 
These predictions must be sub- 
stantially revised. Many of the 
Democrats, particularly those 
from Greater Boston, find it a 
help rather than a hindrance to 
run their campaign for reelec- 
tion from the State House. They 
can make use of the State House 
telephones, clerks and station- 
ery, and the reports of the ses- 
sion give them newspaper space 
which is better than paid adver- 
tising. By contrast, the bulk of 
the Republican legislators come 
from outlying districts. A pro- 
longed session ties them up far 
from theft home town and puts 
them at a disadvantage in cam- 
paigning. Their distant doings 
are less likely to be reported in 
the local press. In addition to 
all this, there is also the fact 
that the Dever administration 
still wants to add new jobs, or 
to give pensions or life tenure 
to temporary employees. 

The organization of the Legis- 
lature makes it pcusible for the 
legislative le? r ’ n rs to delay or 
expedite legislative business. 
The leaders appoint the mem- 
bers of the key committees, such 
as Rules, Ways and Means, and 
Bills in the Third Reading, 
which regulate the flow of leg- 
islation. Dozens of important 
measures have been intention- 
ally bottled up in these commit- 
tees so that they cannot be act- 
ed upon by the House and Sen- 
ate. It is easy enough to find 
an excuse for delaying a bill 
in committee. For example, 
House Ways and Means were 
holding approximately 100 mat- 
ters according to the last bulle- 
tin and Senate Ways and Means 
about 30. 

The suggestion made by Mr. 
MacDonald of the Taxpayers 
Association that the session 
j should terminate at a fixed date 
has great merit from this point 
of view. A number of states 
which have such provision seem 
to benefit thereby. Incidentally. 
Massachusetts is the only State 
in this part of the country to 
have its Legislature still in ses- 
sion at the present time. Busi- 
ness and professional men who 
are willing to devote their time 
for legislative service may well 
hesitate at the thought that they 
will have to do without a sum- 
mer vacation and will be unable 
to schedule business transactions 
because of sessions that go on 
and on Interminably.

of Calvin Coolidge, he had a 
background similar to that of 
the late President and had many 
of Coolidge’s famed Yankee 
traits. He had a quiet, dry hu- 
mor and a deep feeling of hu- 
manity which topical Vermont 
reserve failed to conceal. 

He was born in Springfield, 
Vt., on the day before Christmas, 
1876. His father, Frederick Gris- 
wold Field, who kept a store in 
the village of North Springfield, 
served as Representative and 
Senator in the Vermont Legisla- 
ture and finally # as Bank Com- 
missioner of Vermont. He was a 
descendant of Roger Williams 
and of Richard Warren who came 
over on the Mayflower. 

His education began in the 
traditional little red schoolhou.se. 
Later he attended Vermont 
Academy and during that time 
he spent his summers close to 
his uncle, the Chief Justice, 
whom he admired and who exert- 
ed great influence on him. 

He graduated from the Acad- 
emy and after a year of tending 


the North Springfield store, he 
entered Brown University. An 
honor student there, he was 
elected president of the senior 
class. He graduated Phi Beta 
Kappa in 1900 and entered Har 
vard Iaw School. At. Harvard 
he continued his high scholastic 
record and graduated with hon- 
ors in 1903. 

Following his graduation he 
became a law clerk in the office 
of State Attorney General Her- 
bert Parker and two years later 
was appointed an assistant at- 
torney general. He held that posi- 
tion until 1912 under three at- 
torneys general, handling most 
of the important taxation cases 
for the office. 

In 1912 he entered private 
practice and later was appointed 
a solicitor in tax matters by the 
Treasury Department. Later in 
1919, though a Republican, he 
was appointed by President Wil- 
son as a member of the United 
States Advisory Tax Board. 

After his return from Wash- 
ington, he became a partner in 
the firm of Goodwin, Proctor, 
Field and Hoar at 84 State street. 

One of the largest collections 
of members of the bar ever to 
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gather before the Supreme Ju- 
dicial Bench were present for 
Justice Field’s induction as Chief 
Justice on July 1, 1938. 

Before his ascension to the 
bench Justice Field lectured on 
law- at Boston University, •Colum- 
bia University and Harvard Busi- 
ness School. He was a fellow of 
Brown University and was chair- 
man of the committee which 
picked that school's new presi- 
dent, Dr. Clarence A. Barbour, 
to succeed William H. P. Faunce. 

A Baptist, he served as a trus- 
tee of Ford Hall, president of the 
Baptist Foreign Missionary or- 


ganization irlid chairman of the 
trustees of Newton Theological 
Seminary. 

In addition., he was the recipi- 
ent of many outstanding honora 
and degrees by several colleges 
and was a member of many clubs 
and organizations. 

Justice Field leaves a wife, 
the former Gertrude Alice Mon- 
tague, whom he married in 1922: 
a daughter, Ann Montague Field, 
statistician of the United. States 
Bureau of Labor Statistics at. 
Concord. N. H., and a sistei. Miss

children’s books which have been 
published by the firm of Alfred 
Knopf, and bear such intriguing 
titles as: Molly The Rogue, The 
Mullingar Heifer, and The Widow 
And Her Goat. They are all de- 
lightful stories, drawn from Irish 
folklore, which is another of her 
side-line interests. A discerning 
observer while in Europe, in mat- 
ters social, political, artistic, and 
cultural, her view’s and exper- 
iences, together with many years 
as a literary agent, would provide 
enjoyable and enlightening read- 
ing. 

Born in Lewiston, Maine, Miss 
Walsh left to enter Trinity Col- 
lege in Washington, then took 
her Master’s degree at Radcliffe, 
specializing in comparative liter- 
ature. Such noted educators as 
Copeland Kittredge and George 
Baker were her teachers and 
while at Radcliffe did work on 
an edition of the Letters of 
William James, the Harvard phil- 
osopher. 

Leaving formal education, she 
returned to the field of literature 
and became associated with the 
Atlantic Monthly for a few years, 
then to the staff of the Houghton 
Mifflin Company, Boston book 
publishers. This training pre- 
pared her for her present role of 
agent in the literary world. 

Before leaving for her Roman 
excursion. Miss Walsh success- 
fully closed a business transac- 
tion with the Alfred Knopf pub- 
lishing firm, for a story by a 
blind World War II veteran, 
called I’ll Be Seeing You, which 
was told to Miss Elizabeth Win- 
penny, who w’rote the book. Miss 
Winpenny is also a Newton resi- 
dent, living at 174 Mount Vernon 
street, Newtonville, and does re- 
writes on manuscripts that need 
doctoring. 

Also of World War II theme is 
a novel written by William Maier, 
with the fascinating title, Pleas- 
ure Island, which Miss Walsh 
placed and has since brought out 
in the pocket-size Bantam Books. 
This too, like Tom Savage’s novel, 
has been purchased by a movie 
company for future filming. It 
would seem that Miss Walsh 
offers the way not only to literary 
success, but also paves the way 
to Hollywood’s silver screen. 

Concerning her stay in Rome 
and a brief sojourn in Switzer- 
land, Miss Walsh is very enthu- 
siastic. The highest emotional 
point of her visit to Rome was 
reached during her audience with 
the Pope, and then in days fol- 
lowing, stood for hours in the 
square of St. Peter’s with thous- 
ands of pilgrims waiting for a 
glimpse of the Holy Sec. Untir- 
ing and with an artist’s sincere 
love of painting and sculpture, 
she roamed the ancient city seek- 
ing out all the artistic wonders, 
gathering beautifully photo- 
graphed post-cards of architec- 
tural splendor and reproductions 
of famous religious paintings by 
Renaissance masters. Miss 
Walsh’s favorites are Andrea del 
Sarto. Florentine painter, and the 
awe-inspiring works of Michael- 
angelo. 

The sheer natural grandeur of 
the Swiss Alps, and its many 
small villages nestled amongst 
the ranges left Miss Walsh 
breathess. Snow-capped mountain 
peaks in the distance presented 
nature’s own artistic hand, and 
vied with the art of man for Miss 
Wash’s affection.
